4 ROU MELIAN REVOLT, 


The Government of Philtpopolis Over. 
thrown anda New One Created. 

LONDON, September 19.—The populace of Phili- 
popolis, the capital of Eastern Roumelia, almost 
toa man arose in rebellion yesterday, seizad the 
governor general, deposed the government, and 
proclaimed a union with Bulgaria. A provisional 
government was established. 

The revolt was so well planned that no disorder 
or bloodshed occurred, everybody being in sym- 
pathy with the movement except the government 
Officials, Foreigners in the city are perfectly 
saie from harm, asisalso the property of foreiza 
residents. 

Immediately after the organization of the pro. 
visional government, the militia was sworn in, 
taking the oath of allegiance to Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria. It is generally believed in diplomatic 
circles that Russia arranged the programme of 
rising and suggested union with Bulgaria. No re- 
liable statement can at present be made as to what 
action signatory powers to treaty of Berlin wiil 
take respecting the matter. Eastern Rommelia 
was created by congress of Berlin ia 1878, and was 
given automatic goyernment, though forming 
an integral part of the Turkish empire. The gov: 
ernor general was appointed by the porte, subject 
to approval to treaty powers. 

The insurgent™ actipg under orders of the pro- 
vincial government, have occupied ali stratagetic 
points on the Turkish fronticr, blown up all 
bridges which would likely be used by the force 
advancing from Turkey to therelief of the deposed 
government, and desiruyed the telegraph wire 
leading to Turkey. 

It is stated that Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria, 
has been assured of the support of Russia, Ger 
many and Austria. He will send an army to 
Roumelia and defy the Turks. The sultan of 
Turkey has appealed to the powers to offera peace 
treaty at. Berlin. It is not believed that Lord Salis- 
bury will interfere. Tae liberals applaud the 
action of the Roumelians, 

THE BULGARIAN ARMY MOBILIZED, 

Soria, September 19.—The Bulgarian army has 
been mobilized, anda corps bas been sent to the 
F onmelian frontier. Prince Alexander has pro- 
ceeced to Philadelphia, and has appointed as 
commissioner, M. Strusky, whois now president - 
of the Roumelian provisional government.

They 
hold a leisurely meeting once in awhile, and 
are understood to be investigating various 
plans of procedure. Everybody will be 
astounded if they do not, by and by, make up 
their minds that Maurice Flynn, a son-in law 
of Moss and a contractor in this line of work, 
is the best man for the big job. Their salaries 
are $5,000 a year anvhow for two years, and 
the otber profits just about as much as their 
consciences will permit. 

Let it be repeated that no theft is imputed 
to these three men. There has been little of 
piundering by public officials since the pun- 
isbment of the Tweed gang. Strangely 
enough, some honest folks think it is a pity, 
too. “Inthe days of Boers Tweed,” I heard a 
stump speaker exclaim, ‘No poor man lacked 
aday’s work,’ and the audience cheered. 
Again, a heavy real estate owner remarked: 
“If Tweed bad been left alone five years 
longer this would now be the handsomest city 
in the world,” and his theory was 
that the great thief spent incidentally 
so much money in improving the 
streets avd parks ‘that it would have been 
worth while for the tax payers to let him 
plunderthem. A third obs rver said: “The 
ring was subservive to art. Take the case of 
Chariey Halpine. His poetry cost the city 
thousands of dollars per line, but it was good.” 
Helpine was the Miles O'Reilly who rhymed 
so beautifully that some of his pieces remain 
familiar, Horace Greeley admired his verses 
im moderately, and took an almost childish in- 
terest in epabling him to go on writing them. 
Of course they had nosuch salable value as 
would maintain the author, who was a hearty 
liver, So Greeley advocated his can- 
didacy for some public office whose 
duties would leave time for composition. It 
happened that Halpine was something of a 
pot house politician, and he made a bargain 
with the ringsters by means of which Greeley 
was tickled, the bosses gota share of the in- 
come, and he was made register, an oflicer 
whose fees amount to nearly fiiiy thousand 
dollars a year.

THE ARCTIC HORROR. 


THE FBARFUL TRAGEDY OF THE 
GREELY RBLISF BXPSDITION, 


A Full Story of the Death of Sergeant Henry Who 
Stole That He Might Live—Shot by His Com- 
penions—The Terrible Tragedy of the 
North Sees—A Sad Btory, Btc, 


New York, September 19.—[Special.]—The 

exact manner of the killing of Private Henry 
by his companions of the Greely arctic expo- 
dition, has remained a mystery. There was 
en avoidance of acircumstantial narrative in 
the official reports made by Lieutenant 
Greely to the navy department after his re- 
turn, and at that time none ofthe survivors 
would give the particulars for publication. 
Grecly then said that he had givena verbal 
account to his superior officer, Gan- 
eral Hazen, who would not tell about it. 
There had been a compact by 
the men with their commander to keepthe 
seoret. Greely bas been for several months at 
Pittsfield, Mass, where he has by rest regain- 
ed most of his lost health. He has spentsome 
of the time in writing a history of the expedi- 
tion, and he now says that he is only waiting 
until the rendering of his full official report 
shall leave him free to publish. 
*“The execution of the death sentence on 
Henry was not concealed,’ he says; ‘‘a verbal 
report was made to General Ilazen the very 
day 1 met him, and it was followed by 
a formal report as soon as | was able to put it 
in writing.’”” These reports, however, were 
very brief, and one who has read the written 
one declares that no particulars are afforded 
therein. There is no doubt that Greely will 
make a completestatement,and tais under- 
stending has unsealed the lips of several of 
his comrades, from whose recollections a suc- 
cinct narrative of the tragedy is made now 
porsible. 

Private Charles Henry Buck, of the Fifth 
United States cavalry, who was shot by order 
of Lieutenant Greely on June 6, 1834, at Cape 
Sabine, and was 

EATEN BY HIS COMRADES, 
had twisted his name into Charles B. Hepry 
when he enlisted, in order to escape any trou- 
ble which might arice from the hasty mamner 
in which he had previously left the Seventh 
eavalry. He was habitually silent, and his 
companions thought him rfurly. The 
diery he left was oorulous. He 
deemed himself an injured man. Aer ten 
of the party had died of starvation, a “. while 
4wo more lay at the point of death, ~— ely felt 
compelled to act on the evidence *.at Henry 
had been stealing food. The men hed sus- 
pected his crime as early ss ‘the preceding 
November. It happened one day in March 
that the whole party were nearly s‘ocated. 
While several were yet unconscious, and 
there was €much confusion, Jans Ed- 
wards, an Eequimau, saw Henry 
take about two pounds ef bacon from the 
mess stores. This witness is now in Green- 
land, but every accessible one recalls his tes- 
{imony. Further proof of the theit was found 
in the fact that he threw up some of the un- 
digested bacon from his weakened and over- 
loaded stomach. An investigation was held, 
and notes of it, made at the time, will be giv- 
in Greely’s report. Kvery member 
of tho nerty signed a verdict 
that Heprry was guilty. They 
felt that they would be compelled to starveto 
death or begin to eat their dead companions 
long before the probable time of rescue, and 
this consideration heightened their sense of 
Henry’s crime. There was aclamor for his 
death, but the proof will be positive that 
Greely only put him under surveillance. He 
seemed partially deranged, but that is now re- 
garded as having been simulation, aa he sub- 
sequently proved to be the strongest of the 


inacloth and put into atank of alcohol, 
for transportation on shipboard, a block 
of wood was used to give the remains 
a semblance of completeness. This was done 
when the eurvivors and their rescuers hoped 
to supprees the truth. One rib was fouad 
shattered as if by a bullet, and on another 
were marks of lead. A builethole was in the 
skin.

The especial aim of Greely is to clear his 
men of the suspicion that Henry was killed 
in order to be eaten.

The Chinese Government Wants Pay for the 
Rock Springs Massacre, 

Rock SrsBixes, Wyo., September 19.—In an in- 
terview last night, Colonel Bee, Chinese consul, 
stated that the present investigation will continue 
‘or a week or ten days. It is certain that the Chi- 
nese government will demand indemnity from 
the United States, but he can't yet even guess at 
the amount. 

So far, all testimony had shown that the 
Chinese bad returned here of their own free will, 


after receiving officfal assurance from the presi- 
dent that they would be protected if ittook the 
wholearmy. Though the miners are quiet and no 
trouble threatensapparently, soldiers stand guard 
over the company’s property at the different 
mines every night and 4 strong picket line is 
thrown about fre ght cars in which Chinese are 
domiciied. The Union Pacific is apparentiy firm 
in its determivation to put Chinamen bac ia the 
mine: here. It is building some sixty cabins for 
them, and when they are completed ‘“‘the heath- 
ens’’ will commence work. The officials of the 
road here doubt that the Knights of Labor wiil 
maintain their position in spite of them in casea 
strike should ensue, 
THE RAILROAD SERIOUSLY THREATENED, 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., September19.—A special from 
Rock Springs to the Leader says that the situation 
there remains unchanged. The government di- 


rectors concluded their investigation yesterday, 
after hearing the personal testimony of the China- 
men who were witnesses tothe massacre and the 
burning of their quarters. 

The testimony of the Chinamen could not have 
been obtained except for the preseuce 
of the Chinese consuls and an sssurance of pror 
tection from the governasens. Under these ag 
surances they readily came forward and told the 
story of what occurred on the day of the outbreak, 
tome portions of which were pathetic beyond ex- 
pression. The presence of the government direc: 
tors and the Chinese consuls, with the military 
stationed here, has large ly restored public confi- 
jence, and D. O. Clark, superintendent of the 
in ines, issued the following novice this afternoon: 

Notice is hereby given that worxz will be re- 

med in mines Nos. 1, 3,4and5o0n Monday Sap- 
tem ber 21st, at seyen o’clock a m. Ali miners and 
other hands ave expected te return to their places 
at that time, with the assurance trom the com- 
pauy that they will receive, while at their work 
end at their homes, such protection from civil and 
military authorities as will insure their personal 
safety. All bands, who do not desire to resume 
work, will recelve their time checks upon appli- 
cation at this oflice.”’ 

The publication of this notice is preceded oy

“This company desires.to resume the operations 
of its coal mines at Rock Springs at the earliest 
porsible moment. You will be good enough to 
notify all concerned that such of the strikiag 
miners and other employes who have not been 
dismissed can have work at their places upom 
Monday morning next.

The iadian Jaggier Who Olimbsd Upa Silk 
Rope Into the sky, 
From the Youth’s Companien. 

The wonders of conjuring, seen in the sonthern 
part of Asia, especially in Hindostan, are almost 
beyond human belief. Travelers agree that such 
extraordinary feats as changing twigs into snakes, 
and causing seeds to grow immediately to the 
stature of trecs, are actually performed, Through 
what delusion of the senses trustworthy witnesses 
have been made to believe in jugglery, we are as 
yet ignorant. A recent travelerin India thus de- 
scribes anew a very old trick in scientific conjur 
ing ; 

Taking out of his pocketa long, thin, silk rope 
the copjurer curled it up into several folds aud 
made it into a circle, the ends of which were 
bound round and roundthiscircle. He threw it 
on the ground, where it lay. 

Alternately humming a wild air, whistling, 
singipg @ monotonous chorus, knocking twosticks 
together all the time, and dancing to the noise or 
sound, the tied cord on the ground began to move 
about, to twist hither and thither, to gyrate in 
circles, 10 leap upacouple of feet into the air, 
and then graduaily to unfold itvel/, till at length 
it appeared Only a tangied mass of rope.

Burpvano, September 19.—Fuller facta from 
St. Thomas, Ont., have been received here to- 
dey regarding the killing of Barnum’s ele- 
phant, Jumbo. The elephant’s keeper igen 
bringing Jumbo and the trick elephant, om 
Thumb, from the show grounds to the car. 
There Was a side track on the north side of 
the main line which contained the circus 


train, while on the other side was an embank- 
ment ten feetdown. When the treight train 
was seen approaching Jumbo’s keeper tried 
to make the beast go down the embankment, 
but, seeing no danger, the animal refused. 
The keeper then tried to get him between the 
circus train and the main track. 

This he was inclined to do, but the engine 
struck him on the right side just as his fore 
feet left the track and crowded him against 
the cars. Heo was carried about 100 yards, 
roaring with pain. As he approached the end 
of the switch the pinch was so great that the 
engine left the track. Jumbo was terribly 
mangled and died three minutes afterward in 
awlul agony. The engineer is blamed for the 
affair, and it is probable that suit for heavy 
damages will be entered against the Graud 
Trunk company. The trick elephant was 
badly injured. 

A TALK. WITH BARNUM. 

Mr. Barnum held four telegrams announcing 
Jumbo’s death in one hand at the Murray Hil! 
hotel yesterday morning. 

“A)] Europe was waiting to see Jumbo,” 
seid he, “but his sudden death precludes our 
going abroad next season, as we intended. It’s 
no use going to Europe without Jambo, so we'll 
travel all over the United States with Jumbo’s 
skin stuffed and his skeleton. 

‘Jumbo has been exhibited to thousands of 
children inthis country and many more in 
England. He was undoubtedly the largest 
beast on the face of the earth. Hesteod ILi'< 
feet high, and weig! ven tons. His bulk 
was such that a front n was almost 
as wonderful asa eide view. The other ele- 

hants of other circuses seemed like pigmies 
wee him. His trunk for several feet after 
leaving his head was as thick as a stout man’s 
body. When he lifted his head and stretched 
his trunk upward he could reach up twenty- 
six feet, or five teet higher than the largest of 
the other elephants in my herd. He was 26 
yearsold. His loss is indeed great. 

WHEN JUMBO WAS A BABY. 

“Jn infancy Jumbo was captured by a band 

of Arabsin Africa. He was brought across 


ortwrno 
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deserts on the becks camels lashed to- 
gether, and wes fed on camel’s milk. At aten- 
der age he was cold tothe Jardin des Plantes 
in Paris. While still a little fellow the Royal 
zoological garden, Negent’s park, London, 
came into possession of him by swapping oth- 
eranimals. He was tot considered a won- 
derful elephant then, but when seven or eight 
years old he began to grow fast. The story 


is that people came to see him get bigger 
while they watched him. As he 
attained his growth he was used to carrying 
oads of children upon his back about the 
gardens, and when so engaged was perfectly 
trectable. As he grew older, however, he 
showed an unruly disposition, and w 
under close confinement. Th incil 
Zoological society became afraidthat he woul 
sacrifice life, and decided to : l im- 
mediately opened negotiations 
chase.

Both England and the United Stataa were talk- 
ing abonime wah duvid Jumbo. An injunc- 
‘Vion suit in chancery was commenced, and 
while the matter was before the 
house of commons $20,000 
were earned by the council in exhibiting 
Jumboa few weeks. Jumbo’s proyender was 
sent to New York on two separate ships before 
we got him eut of the zoological gardens. 
Popular feeling ran sohigh in England that 
there were rumors that a riot would take place 
when Jumbo was conveyed out of the zoolog- 
ical gardens. John Ruskin wrote: ‘England 
is not in the habit of parting with her pets. 
If stone walls end chains are necessary to 
confine Jumbo, England hasthe stone and 
iron, and need not go to America tor them.’ 

THE TRIP OVER THE OCEAN, 

“To get him on the Monarch line pier we 
built a huge crate on wheels and had him put 
into it. ‘The crate was drawn by a cavalcade 
of horses. He could have walked, of course, 
but the Royal Humane society threatened to 
imprison us if westuck a prodin him. There 
was not room for Jumbo between decks of the’ 
stearaship Assyrian Monarch and he had to be 
kept on thedeck several days. Parliament be- 
came interested in the matter and passed a 
special act providing for precautions agajnet 
life by emigrants who accompanied Jumbo to 
America. Wehadtocuta hole in the upper 
deck inorder to let Jumbo’s head through. 
Inthis way, chained in a hugecrate, he was 
broughtto America. The Assyrian Monarch 
arrived here on Sunday morning, April 9, 1882, 
after a voyage of fourteen days, and Jumbo 
was janded in good condition, Theelephant 
and the imenseiron-bound box in which he 
wes caged weighed together twelve and a half 
tons. Thebox and its freight were hoistsed 
from the steamship by a floating derrick, 
which was lowered to pier one. Jumbo was 
then hauled by sixteen horses to Madison 
Square garden. Jumbo cost me, including 
the price I paid to bring him to America, 
$30,000. Hepaid for himself in three weeks. 
I valued Jumbo atthetime of his death at 
$300,000.” 

‘“‘Was Jumbo insured?” 

“He was not,” said Mr. Barnum. “I don’t 
insure my animals when they are traveling, 
because if they meet any accident on the 
railroad Iholdthe company thatis trans- 
porting them liable. When they are in winter 
quarters at Bridgeport have them insured. 
1 held $75,000 in policies on my animals last 
year.” 

‘What was Jumbo’s food?” 

“Four hundred pounds of hay, one barrel of 
potatoes and one bushel of onions daily, It 
cost me $30 a day to feed him. He brant 
water and beer. Jumbo was never unman- 
ageable while he was in my circuz. Scott, 
his English keeper, who had been with him 
since be was 3 years old, ruled him by kind- 
ness. He never used to prod Jumbor He 
~— him nothing except to carry children 
on his back. 

“This Jumbo had been accustomed to do for 
years, and no youngsters were in danger while 
tiding on his back around the ring. While 
traveling throughout the country we trans.

Career, 
From the Greensboro, Ga., Home Journal. 

From Colonel F, C. Foster we learn there 
lives in Morgen county one of the most - 
merkable old men of the age. His coast 
Thomas Allen, and he is ninety-81x Asoo ek - 
His parents moved to Georgia from Kentucky 

' lad—settling Im Ogle- 
when he was but @ had 
thorpe county. Here the family lin 
the misfortune to lose by fire their dwelling 
house, barn, horses, rovisions—indeed, every 
thing they possessed, except the little tract 
lend and the clothing each one was woarlns 
when the fire occurred. This was a terrible 
blow. but the neighbors were very kind and 
contributed liberally to the needy family. 
The elder Mr. Allen never could become 
reconciled to the location where he had 
suffered such a terrible calamity and ere long 
moved into Morgan. 

His son, who s now the old man of whom 
we speak, has lived in the county ever er 
Though so old, he retains his physical au 
mental vigor to a wonderful degree. Said Mr. 
Foster, “‘His mind 18 as clear asa bell; he 
weeds his patches about the house regu- 
larlv, and can reed the finest print wita- 
cut the aid of glasses. And he is as foad 
of a joke as a youngster.’ Mr. Alen s0t- 
tled in Morgan before the county was Or- 
eapized. Said he “I once hitched my 
horse to a swinging limbof a post oak rigat 
where the court house now stands.” He pur 
chered one of the original 202)4 acres int 
which the county was divided, and has neyer 
owned a foot moore of Jand. On this small 
plentetion he has lived in comfort—never 
aiming, as he expressed it-—*'to accumulate 
more than a competency.” Here he has 
resred a large family children—giving 
to each one a good education. His young- 
est son, who lives with the old gen- 
tleman is forty yearsold. The memory of 
this truly wonderful man reaches farther back 
into the past than that of perhaps any mas 
in the state. Heremembers dates end facts 
with the most wonderful distinctness. Though 
living in comparative obscurity,and following 
forthe greater part of his lfethe humble 
occupation of farming, he bas found time to 
store his mind with a fund of varied informa- 
tion, and is well versed in history, ancient 
and modern. 

In his younger days he was an important 
persc nage in his county, the people from time 
to time testifying to his worth by electing him 
to positions of honor and trust. He was once 
a member of the Georgia legislature, was a 
member of the firstinferior courtthe county 
bad. While in this office he essisted in lay- 
ing out the county roads, and is the only man 
in the county that can give correct informa- 
tion on this subject. He gave Uolonel Foster 
a full and very interesting account of how the 
work was done. 

Mr. Allen has a gun tbat has been through 
three wars. Originally it was, of course, a 
flint and steel rifle, and was first carried by 
the owner, then a patriotic young American, 
in the war of 1812. Mr. Allen was with ‘Old 
Hickory” at New Orleans. It was there that 
occurred the amusing incident which Colonel 
Foster relates in bis history of Morgan county.

the prominent Temperance men in the city 
me ask them to attend a meeting on the 17th 
inst. 

On the 17th quite a rfuniber of prominent 
gentlemen of the city convened in Good Tem- 
plere’ hall and discussed the question fully. 
At the meeting Messrs. Dodd, Inman, En- 
glish, Hubner and Longley were appointed a 
committee to examine andreport upon the 
local option bill, and to submit a form of the 
petition to be used. 

At the meeting last night there was a large 
crowd of representative gentlemen. A good 
number of the best colored men of the city 
wes present, too, Captain English, chairman

tained by Saturday evening, 26th inst, It then 
provides that the papers be delivered tothe or- 
dinary on the 26th, so that he may, on the 
28th, order the election for Monday, Novem-
